Continuation of Substance of Interview induding description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant's representative presented a proposed after final amendment (see attached) and traversed the rejections 
with the following arguments: 

1. Moffett-Hartman do not suggest the exaggerated features presented in the porposed amendment 

2. Moffett-Hartman-Arel do not disclose the handle feature, Arel et al being non-analogous art 

3. Moffett-Hartman-Arel do not disclose the claimed closure/hinge arrangement 

The examiner maintained the position of obviousness concerning the shape of the cooler device and cited In re Dailey 
et al, 149 USPQ 47 and In re Seid, 73 USPQ 431. Agreement was not reached 

The examiner conceded that Arel et al was non-analogous art, and the rejection is withdrawn. However, claim 23 
remains rejected under 35 USC 112, 1^* paragraph based on New Matter. Agreement was not reached on whether the 
feature of the handle connected to the lid so as to enable opening of the lid by pressing down on the handle constitutes 
new matter. 

With the withdrawal of the Arel et al reference, discussion ensued attempting to place claim 23 in condition for 
allowance. The applicant's representative asserted that the claimed lid arrangement was not disclosed in the prior art 
of record, pointing specifically to the hinge location and the meeting in the middle. The examiner discussed the matter 
with his supervisor and noted to the applicant's representative that the Dennis reference apears to disclose this feature, 
or that the Moffett, III et al reference also appears to meet the claim language of "an upper front portion" and "an upper 
rear portion". Agreement was not reached.
